Brazilian-Canadian trade possibilitics, 
with a prospect: of more sugar for 
Canada, has heen completed by the 
Brazilian trade bureati here and’ is 
now being transmitted to the 
Brazilian government. 

It is the work of J. C, Ribero 
Campos, who for the past year has 
been chief of the Brazilian tradé 
{bureau here. Having completed. the 
survey, Campos now is en route’ to 
Brazil to lay the document before 
his government. 


It is credited with being the most 


elaborate blueprint yet prepared for 
the development of two-way trade be- 
tween the two countries, 

One of the chief features, accord- 
ing to officials of. the Brazilian 
trade bureau, is its proposals for 
large shipments of sugar to relieve 
the scarcity in Canada just as soon

Many Diacoveren | Are Recorded As 
A Result Of War Work 
..The..war-eramped scieritific expedi- 
-tions, but excavations. for airfields 
and bomb craters yielded ‘new proof 
of ancient life through unexpected 
discoveries of caves, buried temples 
and eities, the U.S. National Geo- 

graphic Society reported, 

-The design of an ancient Celtic 
wood temple, probably built between 
500 and 300 B.C., was revealed by dig- 
ging for airfields in England. Ex- 
amination of bomb craters in Canter- 
bury, England; disclosed evidence of 
an ancient city built there soon after 
the Roman conquest in 43 A-D. 

The extension of Gibraltar’s under- 
ground defense system opened up a 
cave where fossils of antlers, paws, 
sets of. teeth and verpehrae were 

‘ found. 

Also in 1945 Risa reported find-. 
ing ancient. settlements .- between 
25,000 and 100,000 years old, and a 
new island in the Laptev Sea off 
northern Siberia was charted. Soviet 
scientists dug up fossil remains of a 
giant whose skull meastired 33 inches 
in -circumference and whose ‘shin 
bone was 33. inches long.
